4 and 6 are published in the Commission^ report in 
Volume XI, page 469, and Volume XVT, page 638 , 
respectively. Item 5 is in the possession of this 
Agency. 

• Items 1, 2, 3, and 5 are classified in accord¬ 
ance with our statutory responsibility to protect 
intelligence sources and methods and therefore have 
been exempted from public disclosure.
